(Kolkata) the death of Calvin Coolidge, his widow, Grace Goodhue Coolidge,
memorialized him in its pages. In an effort to stay close to its audience, many Good
Housekeeping articles have been contributed by readers.
The magazine began testing and evaluating consumer goods and making recommendations
to readers in 1900. This practice evolved when the magazine's consumer product evaluation
Holiday laboratory became the Good Housekeeping Research Institute. The Institute gave out awards
to products whose advertisements were reviewed and accepted for publication in Good
May 27 Housekeeping.

JOHN SCOPES AND ACADEMIC FREEDOM

On May 5, 1925, high school science teacher John
| Scopes was arrested for teaching evolution in one of
Tennessee's public schools. Scopes had agreed to act
as defendant in a case intended to test Tennessee's
new law prohibiting the teaching of evolution in its public
schools. While volumes of scientific evidence support
the theory of evolution, many felt that it contradicted the
story of creation as described in the Bible and thus did
% | not want evolution taught in schools. The trial swiftly
.| drew to a close. The jury took only nine minutes to
' return a verdict of guilty. When the defense appealed
the verdict, the Tennessee State Supreme Court
acquitted Scopes on a technicality but upheld the
constitutionality of the state law. Not until 1967 did
Tennessee lawmakers overturn the law, finally allowing teachers to teach evolution.

WORLD PRESS FREEDOM DAY

May 3 marks World Press Freedom Day, representing an opportunity to commemorate the principles of press
freedom and to pay solemn tribute to journalists who have lost their lives in the line of duty. In the United States,
freedom of expression is enshrined in its laws and protected by the Constitution. The United States has always
defended the universal human right to freedom of expression, including when speech is offensive. The most
effective antidote to offensive expression is more expression, and the open public debate of ideas.

Video is one of the most powerful tools of social expression. Though they may have different objectives,
professional journalists, documentary film-makers and social activists alike use the power of video to tell stories, ;4
have an impact on audiences and effect change. Experts say that understanding the audience is critical to &%
developing a successful message. You need to do thorough research on a particular issue and get to know how
it impacts yourself, your peers, your family and your community. The next consideration in developing your
message is access. “Do | have the ability to go to this community right now? Can | build relationships with people there? Is that the
best story for me to be telling?” are all questions you should be asking, says Brandon Kramer, co-founder of Meridian Hill Pictures, a
documentary production company that works with communities to tell their stories and effect positive change. Once you understand
your issue and have access to the story, think about whose perspective will have the greatest impact on your audience. Centering
your message on the story of an individual who has been affected by your issue makes it more interesting and accessible. Finally,
end your video with a call to action.
